OUR FRONTISPIECE 
WALTER L. BROWN 
By Lucius Bartlett 


Walter L. Brown was born in Buffalo, 
New York, his parents being the late James 
C. and Margaret Greg Brown. He was 
educated in the schools of Buffalo and at the 
Boys’ Academy, Albany, New York. He 
began library work at the age of sixteen in 
the Young Men’s Association library, con- 
ducted by one of those civic cultural groups 
then common in many American cities to 
bring good literature and lectures to the 
public for a small fee. After five years in 
this library, young Brown embarked in the 
book selling business. For sixteen years he 
supplied the best trade of the community to 
which his wide reading and discriminating 
taste made him an invaluable advisor. 
When the present Buffalo Public Library 
was established in connection with the 
former Young Men’s Association library, 


Mr. Brown was chosen Vice-Librarian. In 
1906 he succeeded the late Henry L. Elmen- 
dorf as librarian, the position which he still 
occupies. 

Determined to bring library advantage 
within reach of as many as possible, he ener- 
getically began the organization of branch 
libraries in districts which by the expansion 
of the city were not within easy reach of the 
Central Building. There are now fourteen 
branches in specially constructed library 
buildings, many with small auditoriums for 
proper neighborhood use, and several more 
are in contemplation. There are also school 
libraries specially selected to aid classroom 
work and numerous shop and traveling 
libraries. 

Mr. Brown has established also a Tech- 
nical Department with a competent assistant 
in charge. He also furnishes courses supple- 
mental to Adult Education and a depart- 
ment to lay out courses of consecutive read- 
ing for special objectives. Ever watchful 
for the welfare of his staff, he has provided 
rest rooms, first aid, and a well-appointed café 
for their use. Mr. Brown is a life member of 
the A. L. A. and a valued counsellor in for- 
warding its work. 

He was Vice-President in 1915-16 and 
President in 1916-17. In this year he took 
a leading part in the organization of library 
service for the Army and Navy which sup- 
plied so great a need for our millions of sol- 
diers and sailors both in the training camps 
and overseas, as well as through the long dull 
period before demobilization was completed. 
He also served as President of the New York 
State Library Association in 1906. He is an 
outstanding example of what an adminis- 
trator of a public trust should be, and con- 
ducts the public library with strict economy 
and efficiency, yet with a broad outlook for 
continually improving the service for the 
advancement of the intellectual life of the 
city; while securing for his staff that con- 
genial comfort under which the best results 
are always attained. Under his administra- 
tion, the circulation of the Buffalo Library 
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has increased from 1,201,829 in 1906 to 
3,546,082 in 1930, and is growing rapidly, 
chiefly due to his efforts to popularize its use. 

In 1906 Mr. Brown married Margaret 
Bruce McCabe, a member of his staff and 
one just as keenly interested in literature and 
library interests. 

The great number of Mr. Brown’s friends 
in library circles will readily understand his 
popularity at home. He is back of every 
important movement for civic betterment, 
his wide knowledge and cheerful assistance 
are unstintingly given to all cultural projects 
and large demands are made on him for talks 
to clubs and societies as well as over the 
radio. As the personal friend of many prom- 
inent authors, lecturers, and public men, he 
has a remarkable collection of autographed 
books, while he numbers many rare volumes 
in his private library. His thoughtful kind- 
ness and clever sparkling wit are proverbial 
among the thousands who know him and 
admire him as a loyal friend and a public 
benefactor. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


All Outdoors is the new name of Sports and Hobbies, 
which issued four volumes in all, those previous to 
December, 1928, being called Chips. 


March, 1931, 
was skipped in the work of changing the name. In 
reality All Outdoors is a new magazine because in 
purchasing Sports and Hobbies it was agreed to take 
over only the sports part of it, and there is still in the 
field Hobbies, a new magazine which on its letterhead 
claims to be a consolidation of Sports and Hobbies, 
Philatelic West, Collector's World, Eastern Philatelist, 
Curio Monthly, Philatelic Bulletin, Postcard World, 
Redfield’s Stamp Weekly, Photo Bulletin, New York 
Philatelist, etc.’’ Note the “etc.’’ please and marvel 
at the cannibalistic tendencies of magazines. 

Atelier, vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1931, is our old friend 
Studio from London in a new name and wrapper. 
The April, 1931, issue is the same as Studio, vol. 101, 
no. 4 (full number 457), and American subscribers 
will be expected to get their Studio in this way from 
now on, and will receive the issues even sooner than 
has been the case hitherto. The one unfortunate 
thing is that Atelier, vol. 1, will consist of three issues 
which are really the last three of Studio, vol. 101 (for 
the first three see the “‘middles’’ of Creative Art, vol. 8, 
nos. 1, 2, and 3), and will be paged beginning page 231. 
After vol. 1 (complete in three issues) the volumes 
will contain six issues, vol. 2 being the same as the 
London edition, vol. 102. Studio, London, has in its 
American edition, had a rather difficult career. For- 
bidden to use the name in the United States, it first 
came here as International Studio, which started with 
a volume 1, corresponding to vol. 10, in London. An 
increasing number of ‘“‘American’’ pages appeared in 
International Studio, until November, 1921, when the 
Studio pages were dropped and International Studio 
became an all American art magazine. From No- 
vember, 1926, to September, 1927, we had to get our 
Studio by importing from London. Then, with Octo- 
ber, 1927, Creative Art, vol. 1, no. 1, came out con- 
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taining in its center the Studio pages, and this went 
on until March, 1931. From April, 1931, Creative 
Art became an all American art magazine, and Atelier 
takes over the Studio part. In fact, Atelier will be 
absolutely nothing but Studio, advertising pages and 
all (selling for $7.50 a year, 75c. a copy). To use 
Creative Art in looking up Studio references just add 
93 to the volume number. To look up Studio refer- 
ences in Atelier add 100. We would rather do that 
than try to pronounce the new name, At-eel-yah; At- 
ell-yeh; Are-tell yer; At-ell-e-ay;— Ah can’t tell 
yer which is correct! 

Granite Monthly, New Hampshire, Granite State 
Monthly. These are the names of three “consecutive” 
issues of New Hampshire’s magazine. For sixty 
volumes The Granite Monthly had been published, 
when with vol. 61, 1929, the publisher had a bright 
idea — call it New Hampshire, and so strangers from 
the West would no longer imagine it was a stone 
cutter’s quarry magazine. In 1930, vol. 62 began 
but whether old age, or a weak heart troubled it, it 
gradually slowed up until May (vol. 62, no. 5) came 
forth about July, 1930. Then no more was heard 
and it slept, this two-dollar a year monthly. Frankly 
we got worried and sent a special emissary to the 
publication office last fall— and lo, she brought us 
The Granite Monthly, a New Hampshire review, vol. 
62, no. 9, in quarto size (62, no. 5, the preceding issue 
was octavo), and it begins with page 171, which 
proved that no. 9 follows no. 5, which had ended with 
page 171. This new magazine, in size and name, is 
announced on the cover as “accurate, concise, and 
authoritative,’’ and is $4.00 a year. (Don’t ask 
where vol. 62, nos. 5, 6, 7, and 8 are; they never were.) 
Another period of suspended animation, and about 
the end of December, 1930, there came to our table 
Granite State Monthly, a quarto periodical, vol. 63, 
no. 1, December, 1930. $3.00 a year. And the 
editorial says “the subscription price has been raised 
to $3.00 a year.” we see an unusual periodical: 
three different names, two different sizes, three dif- 
ferent subscription prices on three consecutive issues, 
which are not consecutive either in month or number. 
Such a deformed cripple has an up-hill existence 
ahead, unless it is already dead. 

The Left is a new quarterly review “of radical and 
experimental art,’’ vol. 1, no. 1, Spring, 1931. $2.00a 
year. Another has thus been added to those peculiar 
and radical periodicals purporting to see everything 
through the eyes of the down-trodden masses and 
depicting the drabness of life. We have the New 
Masses, Morada, Pagany, This Quarter, Front, New 
Review, Nativity, Exile, etc., and we might add per- 
haps The New Freeman and Modern Quarterly. Then 
there is the new Experimental Cinema established in 
Hollywood to give the “development of revolutionary 
thought in the films.” 

Library Quarterly, vol. 1, no. 1, January, 1931, is 
the latest addition to our library periodicals. It will 
be a journal of discussion and investigation in the 
field of librarianship, and is published by the Graduate 
Library School of the University of Chicago, with 
the co-operation of the A. L. A., the A. L. I., and the 
Bibliographical Society of America. A journal of 
dignity and high value, giving in each issue eight or 
ten articles by specialists in their field. There are 
also worth-while reviews of books concerning bibli- 
ography and library work. $5.00. 

Overland Monthly, famous in the old days of Bret 
Harte, is getting new publicity. Vol. 88 covers the 
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year 1930 but, shades of California sunshine, or what- 
ever they say out there when provoked, the index is 
part of January, 1931, vol. 89, no. 1, and you can’t 
take it out for it has part of the text of that issue on 
its first and last pages. Like being obliged to have 
today’s pie in tomorrow’s soup. But listen! the pub- 
lisher says he always runs the index in The Overland 
but reprints it especially for binding and “‘can always 
furnish.’’ So it’s very simple after all, he gives you, 
automatically, one you can’t use, and expects you to 
write for one you can. For the (Over)land’s sake! 

Science News Letter printed three issues, all num- 
bered 513, February 7, February 14, and February 21. 
The publisher’s letter telling of this error reached us 
on April lst, but it’s no joke, we can assure our 
readers.

A SELECTED BIBLIOGRAPHY OF GERMAN FICTION IN ENGLISH 
TRANSLATION SINCE THE WORLD WAR 
By Leland R. Smith, Librarian, Butler University Library 
June, 1929 


The present bibliography is intended as an aid in book selection; and critical annotations, rather than con- 
tent notes, have been written for each title. These annotations are based upon book reviews referred to in the 
Book Review Digest. It has been thought best not to write content notes because they are so excellently given 
and so easily accessible in the Book Review Digest. The purpose of this bibliography is to give some indication 
of the type of the novel, the author’s method of approach, and, when possible, to form some estimate of the 
literary merit of the book and its place in comparative literature. Tendencies since the war have been indi- 
cated, but books written before 1917 have also been included where it was desired to show the continuity of an 
author’s development. 

In the year 1892 there appeared in Germany three books: “Die Weber’’ by Hauptmann, “Blatter fiir die 
Kunst’’ by Stefan George, and “Friihlings Erwachen”’ by Frank Wedekind. While it may not be said that 
modern German literature begins with this year and with these books, they are important aside from their 
— value in showing three currents which have enriched present day thought, tendencies to be found in 
other writers. 

“Die Weber’ will always remain an important document in the social thought of the German nation. It is 
a noble monument to naturalism. Stefan George “stepped forth from esoteric isolation’’ to declare that art 
should have nothing to do with the man in the street; that it should live for itself in a timeless world. Wedekind 
went beyond naturalism; he dealt with the most intimate problems of sexual life, emphasizing results rather 
than existing conditions. He was a messiah in a new field; he wanted to free the people from quackery and 
hypocrisy. Wedekind became the father of expressionism, “which has also been called activism because it 
voices an appeal for action.’’ After him have come the younger German dramatists preaching the new doctrine 
everywhere. 

(These notes’ are based on ‘‘German literature today.”” By Arthur Eloesser. Nation 125: 573-4. Nov. 
23, 1927. The remainder of the paper comes from my own observations in compiling my bibliography.) 

The drama and poetry of the Comme nation have developed much more rapidly than fiction, and it is only 
since the war that the world has recognized novelists like Hauptmann, Sudermann, Thomas Mann, Feucht- 
wanger, Wassermann, and Arnold Zweig as standing beside the great writers of Russia, France, England, and 
America. 

The period before the war seems to have been distinctly romantic, with realism lifting its head here and 
there in such men as Hauptmann and Wedekind. The spirit of revolt against the old order was surely under 
way by the 1890’s, and by 1914 it had assumed considerable proportions. It was still necessary, however, to 
struggle valiantly against contentment and smug complacency, the typically German stolidity and acceptance 
of things as they are. As Beethoven said, “‘As long as the Austrian has his brown beer and sausages he will not 
revolt.” 

Then came the war, and everyone knows how it upset civilization for a time. What is significant for our 
purpose is to see what the Germans were able to salvage from the wreckage of their hopes and traditions. The 
war left their old writers without any eager spokesman, but somehow they went on, wearily, saddened, but 
not altogether discouraged. The next generation, which had begun to write before 1914, have continued, but 
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the disillusionment has been a little more bitter in their case. One can almost feel that they had a definite 
premonition that the imperialistic machine was going to crash. They came back to their homes after the con- 
flict to find everything they thought stable to be in ruins: customs, traditions, ideals — destroyed by an age of 
poverty, libertinism, and wretchedness. The youth of today, the new writers who have come to maturity since 
the peace, have set briskly to work to establish new values for themselves; they have found it necessary to dis- 
regard old values and to make new ones in an age of poverty and ero they have the advantage 
that they are creating in a republic and in an age of greater freedom. In all Germany there does not seem to 
be the slightest sense of guilt. They know that they have been led astray by the militarists, and they cordially 
hate all military ideals and every bourgeois, conservative tendency. They connect strong government with 
their ruin and the bourgeois with the rapacity of the profiteer. They are too near their period of suffering to be _ 
free from bitterness. 

There must of necessity be a time of disillusionment, but it seems to have affected the Germans more 
strongly than it did the other nations. The result has been a marked interest in grewsome and terrible sub- 
jects, “things pulled out of the drainpipe of humanity.” 

One of the interesting tendencies is the vogue for historical romances. Many more of these are written than 
realistic studies of the present time. There was a painful period of reconstruction after the war in which all of 
us were sick of war stories, and in Germany, where recovery has been a thousandfold more painful because of 
economic depression, they are still too close to wish to write or read about their own time. To gain an adequate 
audience an author must pour his philosophy and his bitterness into an historical mold, so that the readers, who 
are as well acquainted with the present and are as bitter and disillusioned as he is, will exclaim, “How like our 
own time was that of Louis XI or Frederick the Great.’’ The modern temper has enabled the German writers 
to see the unfortunate things in the past, and they are treating history realistically. But Germany is still faintly 
romantic at heart; they would prefer to see their troubles through the dark glass of history rather than face to 
face. Their writers have always been introspective, looking at life and through life for the finer beauty and the 
finer spiritual values. When you consider a romanticist working with realistic tools like Wassermann, or a 
brooding, poetical genius like Thomas Mann, searching for the reasons for the eternal conflict between art and 
life, you can see that in the bitterest satire and the most grewsome horror, the German story takes on a tinge 
of the romantic and at least is lighted up with a faint gleam of ultimate good. 

Into the framework of the past, the modern German novelists have put their psychological, philosophical, 
economic, and political problems. They are not concerned alone with the realism of a Flaubert or the naturalism 
of a Zola. They draw character not for dramatic effect, but for employment in the author’s personal schemes 
and theories, or they sometimes choose certain great figures of history because they are in sympathy with 
modern ideas and ideals. 

A new kind of historical romance has grown up, then, in which the thoughts and emotions of the characters 
are presented without clinging too close to the actual events, but which are written realistically. The iron has 
entered into Germany’s soul and her writers see no swords and roses in the past. 

Until a short time ago, the pressure was too great for the German novelist to attempt a picture of the war. 
According to Wordsworth’s dictum, great art is emotion recollected in tranquillity. The German nation had 
not gained the calmness of mind necessary for shaping work with balance and poise. Now, however, her 
writers have a proper perspective and a receptive audience, and they are beginning to write great war novels. 
Those who wrote during the conflict have, I believe, proved without exception to be too prejudiced, too full of 
the horror of it all to write sanely and well. 

A period of healthy realism will gradually come. New values have been established in government and 
economics, and new values will follow in literature. There is now emerging a period of greater prosperity and 
with it leisure for men to create. It is difficult to tell from the novels which have been translated what the 
tendencies will be. It seems probable that the suffering caused by an autocratic government will long be 
reflected in the literature, and German writers will go deeper for reasons and causes than they did before the 
people were so cruelly betrayed. 


Bettauer, Hugo. 

City without Jews; a novel of our times; tr. by S. N. 
Brainin. Bloch, 1926. 

An entertaining satire of the influence of Jews on mo- 
dern life in Vienna. The author strains for a sensational 
effect. The plot centers around the decline of all life in 
the city after the banishment of the Jews. Upon the 
publication of the book Bettauer was shot down by a 
twenty-year-old Nordic.

The novel is an interesting essay in 
history, but it is not great as a story because the author 
fails to get life into a single character, and what great 
opportunities he had — Pope Clement, Michelangelo, and 
Machiavelli. Reubeni, the hero, becomes a vehicle for

Feuchtwanger 
does not follow the present day realists and expression- 
ists like Heinrich Mann and Wassermann, but has gone 
to the early nineteenth century for his method. 

The whole intricate fabric of the story is woven with 
poise and order. The characters stand out sharp and 
distinct, cut crisply and clearly by a great literary 
scientist. 

Feuchtwanger, Lion. 

The ugly duchess; tr. by Willa & Edwin Muir. 
Press, 1927. 

Feuchtwanger has shown in this book that he can 
handle epic motifs and direct the drama of dozens of 
conflicting personages. There is an intense vitality of 
color and movement in his work. 

The ugly duchess is an historical novel depicting the 
close of the Middle Ages, the suicide of an era killed 
through its own brutality. The treatment is almost 
bitterly realistic, in sharp contrast to the romanticism of 
a man like Maurice Hewlett. Feuchtwanger’s attitude 
toward the period shows the present European ‘‘zeit- 
geist.” 

Frank, Bruno. 

The days of the king; tr. by H. T. Lowe-Porter. 
Knopf, 1927. 

An historical novel of three fictitious episodes from the 
life of Frederick the Great. Frederick and his period 
are pictured with clarity, and with a classical instinct for 
selection and condensation. The author belongs to the 
generation following Thomas Mann, Wassermann, and 
Ricarda Huch. He is almost unknown in this country 
and does not rank among the best known writers in 
Germany. 

Frank, Bruno. 

The Persians are coming; tr. by H. T. Lowe-Porter. 
Knopf, 1929. 

A romantic allegory of politics in which the theme is 
presented in a series of key pictures. A strange and 
beautiful book, written in a style of lyric beauty. Itis at 
the same time an intellectual protest against the present 
state of affairs, and a discussion of the future peace of 
Europe.
